This Office Action is in response to the Amended filed on July 14, 2008. 
Claims 12-14 were amended. 



Specification 

The Amendment to Abstract, filed on July 14, 2008, has been approved for entry. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

- "(New)" has been replaced by - (Currently Amended) - in line 1 of 
claims 12-14 (The correction shows the status of claims 12-14 has been 
amended by the Amendment filed on July 14, 2008). 

- In claim 12, line 67, -- is - has been inserted before "shackingly 
connected" (for correcting grammatical error). 

- In claim 12, lines 94-95, "t he" before "longitudinal axis" has been 
replaced by - the -- (for correcting typo error). 

- In claim 12, line 67, "where" before "longitudinal axis" has been 
replaced by - wherein -- (for correcting typo error). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of an elliptical rotary 
internal combustion motor having a motor housing with a cylindrical ring shape; at least 
one intake port; at least one spark plug opening ; at least one exhaust port; a regulating 
sub-pressure opening; a flushing and cooling opening; a cooling chamber; an internal 
space cylindrical rotor rotating within said motor housing with a connecting axle; an 
oscillating lever; a connecting rod; a satellite gears; swinging bearing rings; internal 
space cylindrical rotor openings; shafts; and a radial placed work cylinder; a piston; a 
work cylinder cap; inner tooth gears being on lateral sides of said motor housing; deck- 
lids and including: 

"Regarding claim 12: 

said swinging bearing rings having a ring shape with an inner 
diameter for mounting on said deck-lids; sleeves are relative to the centers 
and positioned at the distance corresponding to a base half diameter of 
said satellite gears; said longitudinal axis of said swinging bearing rings 
being parallel to the axis of said sleeves which carry said satellite gears, 
and assuring a simultaneous rotating and oscillating motion; said deck-lids 
at the centers having openings for bearings of said shaft and said shaft of 
said internal space cylindrical rotor; said deck-lids on inner sides having 
eccentrically situated hubs, whose longitudinal axes are offset relatively to 
said longitudinal axis by the horizontal and vertical eccentricity as with 
said inner tooth gears; and said swinging bearing rings positioned on said 
deck-lids defining a circular trajectory of said satellite gear."
